This i-i no doubt due to 
the fact that the superintendent, 
principal, and all the teachers are 
while people Superintendent 
Rledsoe and Principal Steed were 
Normal students at Gallaudet Col 
lego, and Misses Anderson aud 
Brooks are graduates it/ CJrtllnudct.

the sum total of good colored 
citizenship. 

The Groodson (tactile of the 
Staunton, Va . School, describes 
somewhat sadly, the effective man- 
ner in which the pupils and teach 
ers were fleeced out of hard-earned 
money t>y Jim Flannagan, the one- 
armed deaf mute from the West. 
After collecting quite a sum 
Flannagan hied himself to the 
nearest saloon, and celebrated his 
cleverness in " five three -fingers.'" 
Editor Euritt says fivethrt 
gem without, however, desiring to 
give the impression that ho was on 
tho spot and counted the fiery 
gulps one, two, three, four, five! 
The outcome was the usual round- 
up in jail aud the mayoralty warn- 
ing to leave town. Now, w© are 
always sorry for the poor follow 
who U^tAs obliged to seek consola- 
tion in tho flowing bowl. We 
would not add to his woes by thus 
publicly branding him as an " un 
desirable visitor," but tho inci- 
dent at the Staunton School is not 
an isolated case. Throe lingered 
Flannagan has fleeced right and 
left wherever ho has been. His 
trail throughout the South is littered 
with imprecations from people who 
knowing little of the deaf as a class, 
have come to the conclusion that all 
Of them are three -fingered gentle 
men. The deaf of Durham, N 
toll of a "sad tale fiuiu oue .

In a recent issue of the Journal 
there appeared quite a formidable 
array of proposed amendments to 
Article this and Section that of the 
Constitution of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf. These 
amendments are expected to conn- 
up for action at the Norfolk Con 
vention. There should be 
piecemeal tinkering of the Con 
stitution st Norfolk. The Cod ven- 
tion will do well if it refuses to act 
on any of the proposed amend 
ments other than to have them re 
f erred to an able and represent a 
tive committee on revision, with 
instructions to revise the Constitu- 
tion as a whole, and report at the 
Convention following the oin- at 
Norfolk. 

Dr. J. L. Smith, of Mime 
proposes to have the number of 
N'ational Executive Committee 
members reduced to nine, to tie ap- 
pointed by and to include the 
president. Heretofore each Slate 
Minted at a convention has 
been accorded representation on tin 
National Executive Committee.

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Country Cure of Consumptives. 

The New York Committee on the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis is send- 
ing out a word of warning to those 
who at this season of Ihe year, 
especially, are recommending a life 
in the country as a way in which to 

treat consumption. "There are 
many," say the Committee, "who 

advise country for all sorts and con- 
ditions of consumptives. Many 
physicians as well as charitable per- 
sons and interested friends, and 

nearly always the sufferers them- 
selves, seem to consider that once 
the city consumptive is taken from 
his Overcrowded tenement and 

placed in the country the problem 

is solved. Often it is thereby 

merely more oomplieated. On the 

other hand, undoubtedly there are 
many consumptives who will profit 
greatly by a carefully supervised 
residence in the country." 

The position is taken that it is 
fair neither lo the consumpti ve nor 
to the country districts to. send away 
lo boarding houses persons who 
have not been carefully trained in 
so caring for themselves that they 
will not infect others or who are 
unwilling to take pains against in- 
fecting Others. It is urged that if 

this form of treatment is to be per 

milted, the consumptive Should be 
carefully taught until he has learn 
ad al least the fact that his dry 
oongh and his sputum contain the 
living germs of consumption which 

spread the disease to others, and it 
is pointed out that a consumptive 

who is careless In these matters la 

a source of great danger to whatever 
household he goes into. The follow- 
ing rules are laid down as those of 
every doctor, every boaidingholl.se 
keeper, and every con.-iimpt ive him- 
self should insist upon : 

" The careful ami clean consiimp 
live is not dangerous to those with 
whom he lives and works, the care- 
less one is. The sputum of the 
Consumptive contains living germs 
whiob when breathed in may, and 
very often do, set up consunipl ion 

in others. Every consumptive 

should therefore use the greatest 
possible precaution against allow- 
ing these living, death dealing 
germs to escape into the air, and 
when he spits, when indoors, he 
should always spit into a spittoon 
half tilled with water, or intoa cov- 
ered bedside cup The contents 
of these I eccptacles should be 

cleaned out frequently and the cup 

or spittoon sterilized by thorough 

boiling. When out of lours the 
consumptive should spit only in a 
pocket flask of which there are 
various cheap varieties on the mai- 
kel and this he may do without at- 
tracting attention by carrying the 

bottle concealed in a handkerchief. 
If unwilling to do this, a serviceable 
aud effective substitute will be 
found In pieces of ohenp, thin while 
(doth, cut about ten by ten inches 
and carried, a dozen or more, in the 
pocket. They have the appearance 
Of a handkerchief and when used 
onOS should be pul in another 
pocket in which should be placed a 

small oridnary paper bag for their 

reception. Women sulTercis from 
consumption can use the handbags 
now so common, in the same way 
that the men use tlicil pockcls. A 
handkerchief is belter than nothing, 
but is not, as good as the bottle or 
the cloth as each time it is taken 
out of the pocket it may scalier the 
germs that have been deposited 
there when previously used. The 
OOBSUmptive should bS particular 
also when coughing as the small in- 
visible droplets expelled in cough- 
ing carry witli them the germs of 

consumption jostaedoee the spu- 
tum. The mouth and nose should 
therefore always be covered when 

coughing. It is bes! to dispose ol 
the sputum of the consumptive by 

burning and this Is iinothei reason 
for the use of cloihs instead n! 

handkerchiefs, the latter if used 

and pul into the wash being apt to 
convey the germs to the oilier 
Clothing. Where Ihcreare no re- 
gular sewers it is not safe lo get rid 
of the sputum of consumptives 
cepl by burning."

On August 18th, 1872, he and Miss 
May Kiln Smith were married at 
Grand .Rapids, in 1875, in July, 
under a lay reader's license, ho bo 
gan Itineiary missionary labor 
throughout the Dioceses of the 
Middle West 

The Rev. .Austin W. Mann began 
Missionary work as a lay- reader in 
Michigan in 1873. Be changed his 
canonical residence to the Diocese 
of Ohio in 1876, and was ordained 
ai Grace Church, Cleveland, on 
January 25th, 1877 The day is 
known in the Church Calendar as 
Si Paul's Day. In that year, he 
began making quarterly reports to 
the Rov. Dr. Twing, then General 
Secretary at the Mission House, 
New York City. Since then, he 
has reported to four General Secre- 
taries, the last of whom is the Rev. 
Dr. Lloyd, who is now on a trip of 
observation around the world.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious an 1 social Ufa amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most, fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Arm's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf unites. 

Tim new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-fire feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
